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TIRED OF LIVING, 

Negro Woman Commits Suicide at 
Victoria Monday by Shooting 
Herself Through Heart 

WITH A 45-CAL. COLTS REVOLVER. 



Monday morning nbout two 
o'clock Catherine Walker, wife 
of Will Walker, a colored em- 
ployee of the Victoria mines, 
committed suicide at that place 
by shooting neraelf through the 
heart with a 45 calibre Colt's re- 
volver. People residing in the 
vicinity heard two shots follow 
each other in quick succession 
and on going to the house to as- 
certain the cause of the shooting 
found the doors securely fasten- 
ed. They gained admittance by 
forcing the door open and were 
confronted with a ghastly scene. 
The woman was lying dead on 
the floor with the deadly weapon 
clutched iu her nerveless hand 
and a little child was crouched 
in one corner of the room moan- 
ing piteously. Previous to com- 
mitting the rash deed the woman 
had sunt her eldest children away 
from home on an errand of some 
kind and securely fastened the 
doors to preventany interference 
with her plans. Two chambers 
of the revolver were found empty 
but it is evident the first shot 
did the work as one bullet was 
found embedded lb the Moor in

It is said that the woman was in 
trouble of some kind and had 
recently told a number of people 
she intended to destroy herself. 
Her husband who was at work 
in the mines when the shooting 
took place was summonsed and 
on reaching the house became 
frantic and made an effort to 
take his life but was restrained 
by the bystanders who took hit 
weapon from him. The coro- 
ner's jury returned a verdict in 
accordance with the above facta 
and the body was shipped to 
Murfreesboro. Tenn., Monday 
night for burial.

Drivers of hearses went out 
with the carriage drivers, and as 
a resu't funeral processions will 
be curtailed during the strike. 

The first trouble occurred when 
an attempt was made to conduct 
a funeral at West Eighteenth 
and Allport streets. An under- 
taker secured enough conveyan- 
es to take the body and mourn- 
rs to the church, but while the 
services were in progress pickets 
compelled the drivers of the 
hearse and carriages to desert 
under threats of violence,

Missini Wealth Turns Up at 
the Vatican in Good

Rome, Dec. 19.— According to 
the Tribuna the Vatican had sud- 
den wealth poured into its coffers 
yesterday. For some time cer- 
tain sums which were known to 
be possessed by Poye Leo were 
looked for without result, the 
search toward the end becoming 
somewhat feverish. 

Cardinal Gotti, Prefect of the 
Propaganda, accompanied by 
Mon«ignor Marzolina, one of the 
late Pope's secretaries, drove up 
to the VaticaD yesterday, and 
getting out hurriedly began tug 
giug at a h^avy object in the car- 
iage. Assistance was offered, 
but it was refused, and Cardinal 
Gotti and Monsignor Marzolini 
between them carried the mys- 
terious object to the apartment 
of Pope Pius. They were im- 
mediately admitted and remain- 
ed for two hours. 

Intense curiosity was aroused 
by this act, as it was believed to 
have some relation to the miss- 
ing wealth, and the wildest rum- 
ors were circulated. It soon be- 
came known, however, that, the 
bag contained $9,000,000 in bank 
notes. 

When Cardinal Gotti entered 
the presence of the Pope he sank 
to his knees and pointing to his 
burden said : 

"Your Holiness, the lamented 
Leo just before his death confid- 
ed to me the money which I now 
lay at your feet, saying that if 
I succeeded him I was to use it 
as I thought best, but if another 
took his place I wbb to turn the 
money over to him after a per- 
iod of four months had elasped. 
This I now do in the presence of 
Mons. Marzolini, who has been 
the only other to share the bee- 
ret." 

The Pope was much afiected. 

The Tribuna goes on to relate 
that just about the time this 
scene was enacted in the Papal 
apartments an electrician, while 
removing tho hangings in the 
late Pope Leo's chamber in order 
to get at the electric light wires, 
found in a hole in the wall sev- 
eral bags which were carelessly 
tied. The bags when opened 
were found to contain $1,850,000.

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 22.— In Mon- 
day's wreck at Godfrey, Kas., of 
"Meteor," the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco's fast train from the south., nine 
persons were killed and thirty-two oth- 
ers injured. Of the Injured four prob- 
ably will die, and 14 were seriously 
hurt. The train ran Into a switch and 
all cars except the sleeper were de- 
railed and turned over. 

The wrecked train was one of the 
finest and fastest in the service. It 
was made up of two baggage and one 
mall car, a smoker, two chair cars and 
a sleeper. 

When the train reached Godfrey it 
was behind and running at full speed 
to make up time. 

The crew of a freight train that 
had preceded the Meteor left the 
■witch open, and the passenger train 
jumped the track and rolled down a 
alight embankment. All save -the 
sleeper turned over, and so fast was 
the train running that the engine and 
the forward baggage car landed nearly 
sixty feet off the roadbed before It 
■topped. The sleeper remained up- 
right and none of the passengers in 
this car was injured. I. 

The baggage cars were completely 
wrecked, and the smoker was badly 
damaged Five of those killed were 
in the forward end of the smoker, and 
four of them were killed Instantly. 

A news agent, who was badly man- 
gled, died on the relief train that car- 
ried the dead and Injured to Fort 
Scott. 

Engineer Dewees. of Fort Scott, 
Conductor Roy. of Topeka. and Fire- 
man Blshard. of Fort Scott, were all 
instantly killed, and Express Messen- 
ger John Bell, of Kansas City, was se- 
riously injured. 

Others of the crew and almost every 
passenger on the entlro train, except 
those in the sleeper, who escaped with 
a severe shake-up. were Injured, some 
of them seriously.

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CHRISTMAS. 

The Christmas holiday with its 
memories of pendent hosiery and 
transcendent good cheer, is with 
us again.

materials. Electric and acetylene 
and other lighting systems used 
to illuminate these displays are 
often faulty and frequent disas- 
trous fires occur from careless or 
ignorant handling of these dan. 
gerous combinations. 

The secretary of the Kentucky 

id Tennessee Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters has called especial at- 
tention of agents to these dan- 
gers and asked them to help in 
bringing them to the atteutiou of 
those interested. This is a mat- 
ter of general concern and Thk 
Bkk feels that everybody should 
be advised. 

There is a clause in all insur- 
ance policies that prohibits any 
increase in the hazard by this or 
other means. This clause reads : 

"This entire policy, unless other- 
wise provided by agreement en- 
dorsed hereon, or added hereto, 
shall be void if the hazard be in- 
creased by any means vithin the 
control or knowledge of the in 
sured." 

There is another clause that 
controls the changing of electric 
wiring systems to accommodate 
the additional lighting required 
for Christmas display. 

Thus urgent reasons appear 
why these displays and celebra- 
tions should be handled in the 
most careful manner, both from 
strictly selfish motives and out 
of regard for our neighbors.

Criticise* The President. 

The following appeared in the 
Courier-Journal's editorial last 
Thursday: 

The Engineering and Mining Jour- 
nal sharply criticises the social 
courtesy extended by the President 
lo the Butte labor union men. Pre- 
facing its remarks by saying that it 
matters not whether it was prompt- 
ed by the impulse of hospitality or 
political sagacity, it adds: 

"Before issuing dlnn er invitations 
to these men it would have been 
well if the President had requested 
his detective service to inquire into 
their antecedents; of course, it is 
no: usual to institute such search 
into the character of guests, but, on 
the other hand, it is not customary 
to invite people of this description 
to an official dinner at Washington. 
In default of sucli an inquiry we can 
state that what the Clan-na-Oael 
has been to the brutalities or Irsh 
politics, what the Mali a has been in 
the bloody feuds of the low-born 
Italians, that the Butte Miners' 
Union has been to the labor troubles 
of our Western mining camps. The 
unspeakable barbarities of the Coeur 
d' Alene strike, the anarchy which 
disfigured Leadvllle, the assassina- 
tions and murders which made Tei- 
loride a by-word, the disorders at 
Cripple Creek— these, every one of 
these, have received their main- 
spring and their sustenance from the 
gangs of ruffians who have control- 
lad the union at Butte. If they have 
been permitted to maintain their or- 
ganization at Butte City itself, it is 
only because Marcus Daly used the 
anion to control Montana politics, 
Clark bribed outright, while Heinze 
and the Amalgamated were so busy 
With their cat-and-dog fight that 
they had no time to spare for the 
decencies of civilisation."

Kentucky Coal Fields Will Be 
Turned To In Future. 



A 8TBIKING EXHIBIT TO BE MADE 



Mineral Committee of Kentucky Ex- 
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Exhibit Association for the several 
displays to be made of the State's 
products and resources In the differ- 
ent exhibit palaces of the St. Louis 
Exposition is quite as prominently 
located in the mammoth structures 
as is the Kentucky Building on the 
grounds. Starting with the reserva- 
tion made for the mineral resources 
in the Mines and Metallurgy Building 
it Is no effort to show how well tho 
State that gave to the world the 
president of the Exulbition, Hon. 
David R. Francis, born in Madison 
county, has been taken care of. 

At the west corner of the Mines 
Building, where crowds coming from 
the walks around the Grand Basin 
and from the Restaurant Pavilions 
will pour in, rests the space in which 
will be shown the wonderful mineral 
resources of Kentucky. Here In one 
spot is three thousand square feet. In 
iddition to this, distributed at inter 
als through the building, will be du- 
plicate displays of coal, clay. Iron, 
lead and zinc and mineral waters in 
he various collective exhibits. In the 
general display, naturally coal is 
given prominence. A year ago one of 
the leading operators of the State 
made the assertion in a pap<r read 
before a body of prominent financiers 
that fifty years from now the coal 
fields of Great Britain and the coal 
fields of Pennsylvania would be all 
but exhausted and that the world 
must needs then turn to the Ken- 
tucky fields for its coal supply This 
gentleman was no idle dreamer. He 
spoke of the rich veins' in Eastern 
Kentucky and the rich veins in West- 
Kentucky. He talked In figures. 
In fancies. It will be one of the 
purposes of the Exhibit Association 
prove in its coal exhib.. by geo- 
graphical maps and charts, and by 
constantly increasing productions, 
that tte statement is to be borne out 
by tte future. 

It is believes, too, that the clay de 
posits of Kentucky hold in their grasp 
the coming years of this great Indus 
What these deposits will brin r T 
only time can tell, but that thev 
lot be disappointing has been 
scientifically demonstrated. The 
light be said of the State's 
lead and zinc ores, her asphalt rocks, 
her materials for limes and cements, 
her building stones and her litho- 
graphic stones.

There will be at least fifteen different 
'samplers displayed In extenso, from 
the crude form even to the paraflne. 
One of the unique features of the pe- 
troleum display will be a bottle of oil 
from the first well bored In the Unit- 
ed States. This well was situated In 
•Hand county, and was struck 
boring for salt water. When 
ell was sunk— In 1829. before 
i heard of In Pennsylvania— the 
crude oil was put up in' bottles by the 
American Oil company, and sold all 
er the United States at fifty cents 
per bottle, eight ounces, as a cure for 
cuts and bruises and sores of all 
kinds of man and beast. It was not 
thought of that time for Illuminating 
purposes. 

Another striking mineral exhibit 
will be massive blocks of onyx, while 
it is the hope of the committee to be 
able to get a very fine collection of 
gems from Elliott county. To all of 
these things will be added in propor- 
tion to their wealtb pollBhlng and 
scouring materials and molding sands, 
road materials, barite, fluorite, iron, 
coke, etc., etc. In one corner of ihe 
display there will be geographical 
sections, In another a large geograph- 
ical map. Much space is also to be 
devoted to cases with different exhlb- 
Mtneral waters will also be at- 
tractively displayed. Eleven of the 
most noted springs In the state have 
already agreed to furnish water In 
bottles wilh especially designed labels 
and water to be served on tap, gratis.
